Economy 'n Dress, 


It i? a mistnlco;.to supposc';.that-the 


women who.. spend'"most on dress are 
those who think mosVof it. ' The human 
lilies "who toil not," and who need only 
wish in order to huvo, leave the burden 
of planning as well us execution to their 
dressmaker: it U the u-omiia who must 
maintain a. doaent appearance on asmall 
allowance, aud by taste and ingenuity 
make one dollar do the work of five, who 
gives her whole mind to the subject. She 
it is \vlio studies the shirrs and plaitings 
of her neighbor's costume from Worth 
over the edge of her prayer-book, while 
apparently absorbed in h"er prayers, and 
lies awake in the small hours contriving 
.how to make over her old silk, so that it 
shall pass muster amon^: the stylish new 
toilets of her wealthier friends. 


Fortunately taste aud ingenuity can do 


a-great deal, but even they must have 
some material wherewith to work. The 
woman who dresses, not handsomely, 
that is impossible, but well.on asmall al- 
lowaneu, must be a genius in her way. 
She must make her own dresses with, at 
most, the occasional aid of a dressmaker 
at two dollars a day; must do her own 
embroideries, trim her own bonnets, have 
an artist's eye for color, and a French- 
woman's knack at picturesque combina- 
tions, in short, she must bo able to make 
the most of all she has, however little it 
may bo. 


In the first place every purchase, no 


matter how trilling, must" be made with 
reference to future us to the present use. 
Her best dress for this winter, for in- 
stance, must be such that it will make 
over advantageously next year forsecond 
best, aud tho year after do for afternoon 
wear at home". 
Suspicious colors, how- 


ever tempting, unless indeed .they be 
wonderfmly becoming, must be avoided 
if she would not be known by her dress. 
Black and neutral shades are her safest 
choice, and tho material should be as 
n-ood as she can possibly all'oi'd. ''The 
destruction of the poor is his poverty, 
and there is such a thing as being too 
poor to be economical, paradoxical as the 
statement may seem; that is, ono may be 
forced to buy an inferior article for lack 
of the raonev necessary to purchase a 
good one- 
Still it is far better to have 


but one suit a season and have that hand- 
some than to buy half a dozen cheap suits 
with the same money, unless, indeed,_ in 
summer, when a variety of light andairv 
toilets are to be preferred to one rich 
dress. 


Real lace is an investment, and with 


care will last a lifetime. Take a real 
Spanish fichu for example; with a Irttle 
ingenuity it is a scarf, a mantle for out- 
door wear, a fichu for evening dress, or, 
arranged over a silk bonnet with a spray 
of flowers, an elegant evening bonnet. 
Handsome lace never goes out of fash- 
ion, and when worn can always be ren- 
ovated. On the other hand, money spent 
for cheap cotton imitations is worse than 
thrown away—it spoils any toilet, for no 
lady with any pretentious to taste ever 
•wears cheap liuery. A narrow linen 
collar is always in better taste than cotton 
lace, while crepe lisse niching, calling 
for no groat outlay at tho moment, is 
appropriate with the richest dress. Crepe 
lisse, though, is expensive, because so 
often requiring renewal, so that real lace, 
in spite of tho first cost, is much more 
economical in the long run. Ills a good 
plan to buy cheap Chiuiotane ruches and 
baste them inside the crepe lisse, low 
enough down not to show. Thus placed 
they protect tho crepe lisse from crush- 
ing, as well as from becoming soiled by 
contact with the skin. What has been 
said about imitation cotton laces in uo 
wise applies to pretty hand-made thread 
laces which have of late years become 
the refuge of those who have refined 
tastes, but cannot afford to indulge them. 
Ostrich feathers also may be counted as 
an investment, since they are always in 
fashion, and when on hand reduce tho 
cost of a new bonnet considerably. So, 
too, with handsome cut jet or line pearl 
buttons; costing more perhaps, at lirst, 
they practically last forever, and may 
be used again and again, while passa- 
menterie and silk buttons seldom' wear 
as long as the dress for which llicy were 
originally bought. 


The question of gloves is a difficult 


one for the practicareoonoraist in dress. 
To be wellglovedis absolutely necessary 
to agood appearance, and even with tho 
greatest care kid gloves soon grow shab- 
by. Cheap gloves are apt to prove a 
snare and delusion, and when these are 
used it is well to lind some place where 
they keep a make wliich is to be relied 
upon, and buy always at that one place. 
It is a clever expedient to take the long 
tops of gloves, the fingers of which are 
past wearing, and match them in two or 
three-button gloves, which, being out of 
fashion, may be bought very cheap, 
and to which the tops may easily be 
sewed, the join being hiddun under a 
bracelet when the gloves are worn. 


In taking off gloves they should never 


be pulled by the ends of the lingers. 
Instead, turn the top of the glove down 
over the hand and take hold of tho 
fingers through tho kid. By this means 
tho'lingers will not be rubbed in taking 
oil". When purchasing a pair of gloves 
match tho color in a five-cent spool of 
fine sewing silk, and mend each tiny rip 
as it appears—"a stitch in time saves 
nine" here as elsewhere. If the glove 
tears the edges of the rent should be 
closely button-holed. A glove manu- 
facturer recently writes to 'the Lon- 
don Queen, apropos of complaints that 
kid gloves do not wear so well as for- 
merly, that: "The first cause in the 
tearing of gloves will be found in the 
fact ofthci"bein» worn so very tight. 
A few years back Gi was the smallest 
size made and we went from that sine to. 
8}, the majority sold being 7}- and 7|; 
and then, be it remembered, we sold 
only one two-bultonod gloves made 
from kid-skins, aud the general prices 
paid 2s 9d and 3s 9d per pair. Now all 
this is changed in the present day. In 
place of sizes ranging from C} to 8*, 
come 5J to GJ; and instead of wearing 
gloves cut from sound, tough kid, with 
onerand two buttons, tlie Gants de Suede, 
cut from a tender lamb-skin, with six, 
eight and ten buttons are worn, and, 
what is worse still, some gloves have no 
buttons. These latter arc called "Mous- 
quotaires,1' aud arc difficult to put on; 
the wearers, not exercising the patience 
required, begin to pull them, and, the 
gloves being cut from lambskins, they 
tear them. In order to prevent so many 
accidcntsin the pulling on of gloves, let 
the following directions to be observed: 
'Turn the glove down beyond the but- 
ton, and let the fingers work on thor- 
oughly to the ends, also tho thumb, then 
turn the glove over and adjust gently 
into place, but avoid pulling it. if tho 
gloves were laid in a damp towel for 
three or four minutes previously to pull- 
ing on they would draw on more easily 
and seldom or ever tear." 


The fashion of combination costumes 


is a tower of strength to her who must 
do much with small means, sinea it 
allows her to utilize any scraps which she 
may have on hand. 
Then, too, the 


Cushion of framing the front breadth 
of a skirt gives great scope -to tlie em- 
plovment of an inconsiderable quantity 
uf handsome material, aud many "short 
lengths" of rich brocade velvet, or satin 
may be most advantageously used in 


thi3>manner. The bodice is often of tne 
same material as the'panels, but where 
this cannot be accomplished, a portion 
can'be introduced as trimming, such as 
rovers, plastrons, or 'pelerine and cufw. 
The jacket, difleren't. from the skirt, is 
another economical style, but this has 
been, referred to in. former articles. 
Us 


latest-and most inexpensive-form is the 
jacket of bright-colored cashmere, cut 
to imitate a Jersey, and untrimmed, ex- 
cent for small buttons which fasten it 
from top to bottom. Young ladies and 
misses wear these on the street, while 
for afternoon wear at homo, their use is 
general, and they serve to utilize any 
old skirt at small expense. 


Neatness is, however, the groat de 


sidoratum to economy in dress. 
If the 


toil»t is': carefully made, the dress tidy, 
well-fitting and neatly put on, and 
color' or frill spotless, the effect 
.scarcely fail to be attractive.. To 


can 
eep 


.garments fresh, and neat much pain is 
necessary. Thq'dre'ss must be brush 
or at least shaken wlien taken oil', ant 
be carefully hung tip, not tossed down 
on a chair or in the bed in a crumbled 
heap. 
.Gloves should be 
tenderly 


smoothed out, frills 
rolled up am 


straightened, and ribbons smoothed 
over the fingers, tightly rolled up, am 
pinned with a fine needle; a pin is api 
to leave its mark behind it in unsightly 
holes. 
It is an excellent plan to keop_a large 


box in which all odds aud ends of velvet 
ribbons, etc., are kept. Such an omimiiv 
gatherum will prove a mine from which 
bindings, bonnet trimmings and othei 
minor:necegsarios may frequently be ex- 
tracted at need, and thus save many " 
diae and; twenty-live cent piece.- 
Chicago Inter- Ocean.

Cold and Colds.

i Cold is simply the absence of heat and 
a negative, however hard, it may be U 
believe it in the presence of a "blizzard.'

• of external cold by the combustion 
within the body or heat-producing food 
If the combustible materials are no 
furnished, or if oxygen, be not suppliei 
in. sufficient quantity, the temperature 
wilt be depressed. Honcc the vital im 
portanco of having pure air in addition 
to wholesome food. 
Persons habitualh 


exposed to cold weather suffer far less 
from it than those who only occasionally 
leave their homes. Mail carriers, physi 
oians and others whose business takes 
them out of doors and keeps them there 
most of the time, rarely suffer from cole 
or colds. They make a point of having 
requisite clothing and suitable food, ant 
as the open air keeps the blood pure 
quickens the appetite and promotes di 
gestion, their internal heating apparatus 
is kept in good condition. The more per. 
sons "coddle" themselves the more sus 
ceptible to cold they become, and slighter 
exciting causes induce colds. 
; A cold bath every morning followce 
by vigorous rubbing lessens one's sus 
ceptibility to cold and diminishes the 
chances of indisposition from its cU'ecu 
This bath may be brief, and taken in a 
warm room if the person taking it is de- 
bilitated. The habit once formed during 
warm weather is easily kept up through- 
out the year, and with great, advantage, 
. Colds result from unequal exposure o. 
the body to cold. Damp clothes, caus- 
ing greater evaporation from one part o: 
the body than another, are a fruitf u 
cause of colds. If vigorous exercise is 
kept up, so that the internal produclior 
of heat keeps the Body up to the norma 
point of temperature, no harm follows 
Oue can work all day in the rain or snow 
without inconvenience, ' but a half hom 
sitting with damp feet has brought many 
a person to his grave. Draughts are 
prolific sources of colds. A current o 
air from tho window, a draught through 
a keyhole or the crack of a door, arc 
dangerous things. One may go out 
into the snow or cold with- impunity 
yet fall before a broken window-pane to 
rise uo more. 


When one is conscious of having taker 


cold, measures should be taken as soot 
as possible to equalize, the icmperatnn 
of the body and to throw oil'tho efl'eU 
matters which, in consequence ol' tho 
inflammation caused by the cold, have 
settled on corne.one or more parts of the, 
body—always the weakest part.

foot-bath accompanied by hot drinks anu 
a warm, even temperature, will, if taken 
in season, often avert most serious con- 
sequences. Sub-acid fruits eaten in con- 
nection with this mode of treatment arc 
veiy useful. _ The aim should be to open 
all the natural excretories of the body, 
that of its own motion it may remove 
the foreign matters that clog its mem- 
branes and tissues.

The formation of dow, one of nature's 


j oft-recnmn°r pUcnomonon, although an 


object of absorbing icwrest, has not 


! elicited that thoughtful fnrestigation by 
| the cosu.al observer to which it is entitled; 


I indeed, to many its nocturnal origin is 
| yet involved. !in mystery. In: the Jecon- 
• omy of natnre it is an important factor, 


from its benign influence upon the hu- 
midity and atmospheric temperature. 


It is a well-established fact that the 


atmosphere derives its aqueous vapor 
from evaporation, and as evaporation is 
the result from lieat, whereby the gas- 
eous molecules of the atmosphere become 
distended, and their capacity for sup- 
porting vapor augmented, so must-the 
quantity of vapor contained intho atmos- 
phere badeperidentupon the temperature 
of the air. 'When the atmosphere is sat- 
urated with vapor, by adding moisture, 
the elasticity of tho vapor already present 
will not be incrpia3ed;-b\U will condense 
into minute dr&ps and appear in the form 
of mist or dew, 


Tho temperature at tho moment of this 


conversion of vapor into dew is termed 
tho clew-point," by which we ave enabled 
to determine 'the .elasticity of vapor for 
each degree of''temperature, and the 
quantity of vapor present at any time in 
tUe atmosphere evaporation commences 
at sunrise and continues until the diurnal 
temperature has attained its maximum 
between two and-four o'clock in the 
afternoon. 
But with the increase of 


atmospheric temperature there is also an 
increased capacity for supporting vapor 
in a state oi insensible suspension, con- 
sequently the air itself and objects sur- 
rounded by it feel comparatively dry 
from what they appeared to bo in the 
nioruing, although the quantity of vapor 
has greatly increased. 


As the sun recedes and loses in in- 


tensity her ..rays diffuse less heat upon

latent stats; second, by ati timoant of. 
surface heat being coadiicted dovvnwiivd 
into the earjh; and third,.by radiation 
wliich continues and becomes the most 
effectual agent of cooling. 


Iu this way the decrease of tempera- 


ture begins at the surface of the earth, 
and when diminished until the vapor o[ 
tho lower temperature commences to 
saturate tho air it becomes fresh uad 
moist. This condition often occurs be- 
fore sunset, ftnd generally commences 
before that time in valleys aud depressed 
locations, because the solar heat had 
ceased to act on them before its disap- 
pearance from the exposed table lands. 
As radiation is the principal cause of the 
reduction of the temperature, - it pro- 
gresses more rapidly from surfaces cov- 
ered with grass, trees and undergrowth 
than from/open, unobstructed surfaces. 


Radiation proceeds more slowly from 


water surfaces, because when the super- 
ficial stratum imparts its heat to the vising 
vapor it sinks, and the .one immediately 
below comes up to the surface. 


As the decrease of temperature pro- 


gresses more rapid from lour to nine 
o'clock in the evening than during tlie 
remainder of tho night, it is evident that 
a large proportion of vapor suspended in 
the heated air during the day is precipi- 
tated as evening dew, and frequently by 
ten o'clock the deposit on tho foliage of 
trues becomes so copious that it may be 
heard falling-in drops from leaf to leaf. 
Another period in which dew is copiously 
deposited is after midnight and at the 
dawn, of day. 


After nine o'clock the rate of decrease 


in atmospheric temperature is consider- 
ably diminished, and with it the forma- 
tion 'of dcwJikewise retarded, but when 
tho temperature has arrived sit its mini- 
mum; 
tho'.depositioh of dew is augment- 


ed. Tho appearance of dew only in the 
morning proves that the temperature of 
the evening was not reduced to the tein- 
pernturo of tho dew point. 


But dew will not form on every even- 


_"•, for the following reasons: First. 
wlTen tho slcy is covered with clouds 
radiation from the earth isiua measure 
compensated by radiation from the clouds 
and, therefore, tlio--surface stratum of

Honry, the amount of the deposition of 
lew depends upon the stillness of the

- ' Various ingemou3:methods 'have been 
devised to ascertain the hygrometrie 
state of the atmosphere. Tho delicate 
hair hygrometer by Saussuve, and that 
'>/ De Imc made of the fiber of whale- 
bone, have had their admirers, yet the 
results from their reductions are far 
from being, satisfactory. The dry and 
wetb-ulb:theTmometor3 have superseded 
all pther.instruments for practical scien- 
tific purposes, 
The psychrometer is, at 


tlie present day, an indispensable ad- 
junct to every meteorologist. The im- 
mersed wot bulb indicates the depression 
of temperature If tho air is not already 
saturated with moisture, whereby evap- 
oration is prevented; tho rate of evapor- 
ation and the -.consequent', depression of 
the wof bulb wilfbV greater ia propor- 
tion, as the'air is "further from the point 
of saturation. 


With the aid of valuable tables pub- 


lished by the Smithsonian institution 
andUnited States Signal Office, calcula- 
tions in hygrometry are greatly facili- 
tated. With tho difference of the two 
thermometers, by consulting the proper 
columns pf,those tables'we can find at a 
glance' the tension of vapor exerted on 
the mercurial column, tho relative 
luimidityand tho temperature of the dew

The Largest Diamond. 


Borneo is no longer a terra incognita. 


Recently two important; works on Borneo 
haw been published, the first by Carl 
Bock, who has explored most of the 
Dutch territory, the second by Joseph 
Hixtton, who, in possession of the private 
letters- and e\-ploi-ers' . reports of the 
British North Borneo,.has given us some 
'.interesting revelations about Sabah, and

authoritative data., maintain to some ex- 
tent the traditional character of Borneo 
n.5 ." a treasure-house of gems," though 
it is plain that the mineral wealth of tTie 
country has. been overrated.. Expecta- 
tions of mineral discoveries are justified, 
and,: whether they are realized or not, 
allj who are interested in the history of 
tlie world's famous gems will wateh 
with curiosity tha new developments 
promised iii the land which is kuowu to 
have produced many splendid stones, 
but which is more particularly associated 
with the history of theMatan diamond. 


Since the reduction of the Great Mogul 


by, Borgio, the Matan (commonly, but 
incorrectly, written Matlam) takes rank 
as; '• the largest genuine diamond of 
wh'iuh tlieva is any record," It was 
foijind apparently in lfc« year 1787 in the 
Laudak mines near the west coast of 
Borneo. The town of Landak, the cen- 
•ter of this rich mining district, which is 
iaid to abound in gold, diamonds and 
Iron, lies to the northeast of Pontjanak, 
a little north of the equator, and 'in 109 
degrees and fifty-three minutes east 
longitude. The district is comprised 
within the territory of the Rajah of 
Matan, which'stretches along the west 
co'ast-between Pontianak anf Sarawak, 
and which has long been suffject to the 
Dutch. 
The. diamond takes its name 


from the Rajah of the territory, in. whose 
family it hasremained ever since its dis- 
covery. 


[Very littlo being known regarding 


these Borneo diamontiferous regions, 
the subjoined particulars may be found 
interesting. Those of Landak are among 
tho oldest and most productive in the 
world and have been worked, though 


) moiid" that its owuar has always re- 


fused to part with it, declining the most 
tempting offers of the Dutch Goveru- 
mout, which has shown ngrent rlcsirc to 
get possession of a talisman associated 
in the Eastern mind with empire, and 
with-the fortunes of the dynasty guard- 
ing it."5 Early in the century the Gover- 
nor of Batavia sent Mr. Stewart to the 
Rajahtonegotiateitspur.chn.se.

fered $150,000, two large \v:u'-brigs, 
with their full complement of guns and 
ammunition, besides a considerable 
quantity of other warlike material, but 
the tempting bait was rejected.—l''rom 
"The Great Diamonds of the World."

Here diamonds are found 


not only in the river beds when-dry, but 
also in their original sites at the foot of 
the mountains. The diggings are usually 
carried to u depth of from ten to thirty 
feet, and constant experience has shown 
th|at the deeper they are dug tlie gems 
ar,e both more plentiful ana of larger 
size and finer quality. At Landak there 
are ten parits or mines, each employing 
from twenty.to thirty laborers. So far 
back as 1838 the Dutch annually ex- 
ported from this district diamonds to the 
value of from 8200,000 to 8300,000. . 


:With the decline of the Dutch Gov- 


ernment, however, the demand has de- 
creased, and the mines are now much 
neglected, the. numerous diamond-cut- 
ters not being able to obtain M livelihood. 
Formerly, when more Chinese were cm- 
ployed in the mines of Landak, diamonds 
from ten to thirteen carats wore com- 
nion in tho public markets. The Pan- 
geran (Rajah) of Landak now wears one 
of. eighteen and another of fourteen and 
one-half carats. 


iThc mines in this part of the island 


have been worked for over a centurv, 
chiefly by the Chinese. But in 1842 the 
"Celestials" were set uport and'eitliur 
massacred or drh'cu out of the country 
by the Dyaks, as the aborigines are 
called. Tlie cause o[ this outbreak was 
the intolerable tyranny of the Chinese, 
vfko appear to have" treated the 'Dyak 
laborers employed by them -with-•-the 
1 


most atrocious cruelty and oppression. 
It was one of tlicso Dyaks who found 
the hvrgo dinmorul under considera- 
tion, us fully related by . Sir Stam- 
ford Ruffles." 
Among the .larger-dia- 


monds which these mines have produced 
it'mny not bo umuteresting to mention 
that tho groat diamond now in the-pos- 
session of theSultanof M:\can, whidrlias : 
been seen, and examined by Europeans, 
weighs 357 carats; it is of tlie shape of 
an egg, indented on one side. It is, 
however, uncut, and on this account it 
may be dillicult Lo 313- whether it will 
Become the largest cut diamond ever 
known; for tho famous dj'inioml of Aur- 
uug-zeb, called tho Mogul, in its rough 
atile weighed 795 carats, anil was then 
valued at £COO,000, but' when cut was 
reduced to 270 carats. Tliis celebrated 
diamond, known by the name of the 
"Matan" diamond, was discovered.by a 
Dyak, and claimed as u droit oE royalty 
by the Sultan of the country, Gurn-Laya, 
but was handed over to the Pangeran of 
Landak, whose brother, having got pos- 
session of it, gave it iu ft bribe lo tlie 
Sultan oE SukadaiVa, in order Uiat he 
might bo placed on the throne of Landak. 
The lawful Prince, however, having lied 
to Bantam, by tho aid of thu Prince of 
that country aucl the Dutch, succeeded 
in regaining possession oE liis district, 
and nearly destroyed Sukadana. It has 
remained as 'an heirloom in. the family 
for four do'sceuls, and is almost the only 
appendage of royalty now remaining. 


Although it h:V5 brought little but 


trouble to its owners, this gem is looked 
upon by them as a sort of tutelar deity 
aud held in the very highest esteem on 
account of the astonishing healing virtues 
with which the popular Imagination has 
endowed it. .That suth superstitious 
ideas should still be prevalent amon^ the 
semi-civilized races of the cast.need not 
surprise us when-we remember that the 
grc'itluminary of the church, St, Jerome, 
author of the. Latin • Vulgate, attributed 
all kinds'of wonderful virtues to the 
sapphire, solemnly declaring that it se- 
cured to its owner "the ravor of Princes, 
disarmed his o.ncmles, battled the wiz- 
ard's arts, liberated captives and even 
appeased the wrath of the Deity Him- 
self. Tho Malays of L.andak are firmly 
persuaded' that the water in which the 
•Mabuvkas been- dipped' is a specilic for 
all disorders;"and, no doubt, this very 
belief has occasionally produced good re- 
sults, especially in cases of nervous com- 
plaints. Similar effects are constantly 
witnessed among tho devout pilgrims to 
tho various shrines and holy v/olls. 


•HughLow tells us that the Matan "is 


as yc? uncut and weighs S7G carats, so 
that if cut and polished it would be re- 
duced to 183J carats. Its value is esti- 
mated by Mr. Crawford to bo £269,378, 
bcmf less by .£3-1,822 than that of the 
Russian diamond, and £119,730 more 
tlian-that of the Pitt diamond. I have 
been informed by a person who sup- 
posed himself to be a good judge of dia- 
monds that tho Sultan possesses the real 
stone, which ho had seen; but that a 
crystal is shown to strangers, as the Sul- 
tan, who has been already robbed of his 
territory, fears that this last emblem of 
royalty will bo also taken from him by 
his powerful and avaricious neighbors at 
Pontianak." Mawo also mentions that' 
a-friend of his, "Captain of an India- 
man, was permitted to see it. 'but .was 
requested not to touch it. Thisygem 
was brought in on ft gold salver arid.was. 
about thb.size of a common walnut;'it 
had a-bluish metallic lustre," JUs re- 
markable' that the author of a -paper on 
"Precious Stones" in the Edinburg Re- 
view for July, 1866, describes the Hopa 
as also "of a decided, but rather steel- 
likoblue."
